This is r. nritter ot 
some interest to our citizens. 1 his law 
should 
be more vigorously enforced 


and tbe trucks should be required 10 
re'nuin flush with the street, so as not 
to injure the wheels of passing vehicles 
nor endanger life. 


In referring but briefly to tbi? mat- 


ter, I do not desire to be any fie less 
emphatic. Tor I know of no abuse in 
this city that needs reforming more 
than this. 


To a greater extent perhaps U an any 


oilier city in the 1'niled Status o! its 
size, Oakland's streets are traversed by 
steam railroads; every fifteen minuter 
of the day the bell of the iroii horse 
m a y b e heard ringing as the :-ieavily 
laden train runs speedily through and 
across our public drives and thorough- 
fare". 
In most cases the tracks are 


double, and for trains to pubi each 
other under a high rate of sp:ied is a 
frequent and very dangerous occur- 
rence, and should be Mopped. 


While one train is speeding ->ast or 


north the west or south bound train 
when meeting the other should remain 
at an absolute standstill, tu be started 
again only after the noiso from the de- 
parting train can no longer dr( wn the 
sound of the bell o£ the approaching 
locomotive.

extent 
flagmen 


should he stationed where the travel 
across the track is greatest, and at 
every street crossing an autoin. tic sig- 
nal should be placed. 


My impression is that a committee of 


tbe new Council should be deti ilci to 
communicate with tbfi railroad authori- 
ties, with the end m view of bringing 
about fin amicable arrangement cover- 
ing this matter; and trie sooner it is 
done the safer will be the persons and 
vehicles ot human beings.

ies. Already they have secured lar<e 
apnropriations for deepening the chan- 
nel, and our proudest hope ot being a 
preiH shippiag point may be said to be 
progressing.

charter makes it the duty of the Mayor 
to employ an expert accountant once in 
every vear.
